A citizen's committee on elementary school closings was set 
up at a council-sponsored public meeting on Thursday, January 6, 
attended by about 20 persons. Howard Savage was named tem¬ 
porary chairman and the first meeting of the group was set for 
next Tuesday, January 18, at 8 p.m. in the Municipal Building. 
Residents from all sections of Greenbelt are encouraged to attend 
to insure the broadest possible participation.

was spent clarifying the purpose of 
the committee and its relationship 
to the various Task Forces insti¬ 
tuted by the Prince Georges County 
Board of Education. These Task 
Forces have been set up for eight 
geographic areas in the county. 
North End and Center school are 
in study area #2B r Springhill Lake 
school in study area #4A and Oak- 
crest and John Carroll schools, to 
which Greenbelt students are bused, 
are in study area #8. 

Criteria 

The Task Forces will be consid¬ 
ering such factors provided by the 
school board as (1> student enroll¬ 
ment and school capacity; (2) 
transportation distance to school 
and the number of students trans¬ 
ported; (3) the schools’ physical 
facilities in terms of age, instruc¬ 
tional needs and potential for ren¬ 
ovation; (4) potential for growth 
in the area served by each school; 
and (5) operating cost savings that 
would result from each school be¬ 
ing closed. In addition, the Task 
Forces will be gathering supple¬ 
mentary information and sampling 
community reaction as well as 
threading into their findings the 
ongoing research of the Office of 
Pupil Accounting relating to re¬ 
assigning students closer to their 
homes, while still maintaining ra¬ 
cial balance. 

Task Force recommendations are 
expected bv March 15. Public hear¬ 
ings will follow in mid-April and 
the board will make final decisions 
by May. 

Purpose 

There was general agreement a- 
mong the city councilman that a 
Greenbelt citizens’ committee was 
needed to provide a complete pic¬ 
ture of the Greenbelt schools by 
coordinating the material and ana¬ 
lysis of the three county Task For¬ 
ces #’s 2B, 4A and 8, which will 
be looking at their individual study 
areas in somewhat of a vacuum. 

Because of the short time frame 
given -the Task Forces to complete 
their mission, the council also felt 
that the citizens’ committee with 
city staff assistance could be help¬ 
ful in facilitating the collection of 
Greenbelt data on such matters as 
development in Windsor Green, 
Greenbriar. Springhill Lake North, 
Parcels 1 and 2. Finally, the citi¬ 
zens’ committee was seen as a ve¬ 
hicle for keeping Greenbelt citizens 
and council informed of what 
was going on in the various Task 
Forces and assuring maximum im 
put from the community. 

Councilman Views 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld stressed 
that the city viewed the citizens’ 
committee not as a watch dog over 
the Task Forces, but as an addi¬ 
tional avenue of communication. 
The committee will bo completely 
independent of council, but would 
be reporting back to council its 
recommendations regarding the role 
council can play. 

Both councilmen Charles Schwan 
and Richard Castaldi stressed the 
need for assuring that uniform cri¬ 
teria be used bv the Task Forces 
in measuring their findings, and 
thought that the citizens’ commit¬ 
tee would be useful in providing 


Castaldi felt it was important that 
a citizens’ committee bo set up now 
to serve as a sounding board, rath¬ 
er than wait until the eleventh 
hour after the Task Forces have 
made their reports. 

Councilman Thomas White em¬ 
phasized that the citizens’ commit¬ 
tee was not intended to be disrup¬ 
tive of the process laid down by 
the school board. He felt that the 
group could be useful in providing 
input to the Task Forces and in 
monitoring the statistics used. He 
and councilman Richard Pilski ex¬ 
pressed concern over how the Task 
Force areas were delineated. School 
board member Lesley Kreimer ex¬ 
plained that the area boundaries 
followed major road arteries and 
there were definite reasons for om¬ 
itting some schools this year. These 
will be reappraised in future years. 

Kreimer Views 

Kreimer and others felt that 

school closings should not be based 
on price tags alone but also on 
quality education which the Task 
Forces must consider throughout 
their deliberations. Pilski, for ex¬ 
ample, noted that the Greenbelt 
core schools have certain facilities 
and amenities available that are 
often lacking in other schools such 
as a nearby library, swimming 
pool, and close relationship to the 
citv government. 

Kreimer also thought that a 
school should not operate at full 
capacity — that there should be 
some open or unused space for 
regroupings and special programs. 
On the other hand, she noted that 
operating a school with a poor 
physical plant or one that is great-

City Mourning For 
Judge Edgar Smith 

At Monday’s city council meeting, 
councilmen paid tribute to Edgar 
Smith, the former mayor who had 
served for more than six years. 
Councilman Tom White said that 
“Edgar Smith’s political life was a 
model for all of us to follow espec¬ 
ially in these days.” Councilman 
Richard Castaldi noted that despite 
his exalted position as judge, “Ed” 
was always ready to mingle with 
the people, citing his morning gath¬ 
erings at High’s for coffee. Council¬ 
man Dick Pilski said that he prob¬ 
ably worked the longest with Ed¬ 
gar Smith on council and “he cer¬ 
tainly left a mark on me.” Council¬ 
man Charles Schwan said that the 
resolution appearing in last weeks’ 
News Review and which had been 
drafted by city clerk Gudrun H. 
Mills best expressed his feelings. 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld noted that 
the high respect with which every¬ 
one regarded Judge Smith was evi 
denced by the number of persons 
who joined the funeral procession 
to Salisbury. 

There was general support for the 
suggestion made by White and by 
city attorney Emmett Nanna that 
council keep in mind the naming of 
a permanent memorial for Edgar 
Smith. 

The council declared that the offi¬ 
cial period of mourning with the 
flags at half mast continue until 
Saturday, January 22. when special 
memorial services will be held at 
the Greenbelt Baptist Church, start¬ 
ing at 7 p.m. 

Burial services took place on Jan¬ 
uary 6 in Salisbury, Maryland. A 
large contingent of Greenbelters, 
including members of the city coun¬ 
cil, city offices, and recreation, po¬ 
lice and public works departments 
attended. 


be considered by the Maryland- 
National Capital Park and Plan¬ 
ning Commission (county planning 
board) on Thursday, January 20 
shows no development plans but 
simply delineates the boundaries of 
the 7V 2 acre tract.

Greenbelters Enjoy Snowy Weather

Out came ail the sKates irom clo¬ 
sets and attics; out came the sleds 
from basements and garages. The 
coldest and snowiest January in a 
decade has hit Greenbelt. The 
green flag was hoisted announcing 
skating at the lake on New Year’s 
eve; it stayed up ten days! County 
schools closed a day and a half, 
some government workers found 
their agencies closed one day and 
police spent much of their time 
trying to track down juveniles 
seen throwing snowballs at mov¬ 
ing cars. January is not half over. 

The cold and snow have thus 
far facilitated a lot of fun. some 
inconvenience, but, surprisingly, no 
real trouble. The police report 
no unusual rise in the traffic ac¬ 
cident rate and Greenbelt Homes 
Inc. maintenance reports no unus¬ 
ual cold weather related problems. 

Skating 

Probably the greatest show of 
enthusiasm for the cold has been 
demonstrated by the skaters who 
flocked to the lake on New Year’s 
weekend. “It looked like the Fourth 
of July” said Recreation director 
Hank Irving. He estimated that 
2.000 people of all ages did just a- 
bout everything they could think 
of on the ice — skating,, sledding, 
some played frisbee, others ice 
hockey. One man, wearing skis 
and a body-kite, whizzed across 
the lake, blown by the blustery 


wind. 

The red “No Skating” signs went 
up Jan. 10 after freezing rain, snow 
and some thawing had made the 
ice unsafe. The ice is now con¬ 
sidered layered, old and rotten. 
Irving does not expect this ice to 
provide any more good skating, 
even if it should freeze hard en¬ 
ough to be safe. The surface is 
too rough. 

Sledding 

The ice crusted snow is making 
some of the best sledding ever ex¬ 
perienced here. The slightest hill 
provides a ride and the steep hills 
leading down to the underpasses 
are for the skilled only. The long 
hill from the playground at North¬ 
way and Ridge to the underpass 
is one of the longest non-stop rides. 
Children in the neighborhood are 
out sledding before breakfast, the 
older ones are still sledding after 
dark. (But before anyone rushes 
out to purchase a sled, we sug¬ 
gest telephoning to locate a store 
that is not sold out.) 

Street Clearing 

If the public works crew mem¬ 
bers looked a bit weary last week, 
here’s why. The six men who work 
the night-time snow and ice shift 
plowing and salting streets literal¬ 
ly worked night and day . Thurs¬ 
day the crew worked from mid¬ 
night ’til 8 a.m. and then worked 
the regular day shift On Sunday 
the crew began salting and plowing 


about 5:30 p.m., worked til 8 a.m. 
and then worked all day again. 

And how’s the salt holding out? 
It’s not. The large pile ordered 
at the beginning of the year ran 
out Wednesday night. On Thursday 
the city managed to get their 
trucks filled with county salt 
not quite the quality they are used 
to. Public works Director Buddy 
Attick ordered six loads of salt from 
Baltimore, but that company’s salt 
ran out before they could fill 
Greenbelt’s order. So the city has 
now ordered from another com¬ 
pany and hopes to get delivery 
Friday. In the meantime, they hope 
to refill the trucks with county 
salt, just in case. 

Police 

Snow has had some effect, though 
not much, on the Greenbelt police 
department. A few* more accidents, 
looking for kids throwing snow¬ 
balls at cars and trying to keep 
people off the ice when they’re not 
supposed to be there. 

One motorist had a few bad mo¬ 
ments Friday noon as he drove 
along Ridge Road in front of tlm 
Mowatt Methodist Church. Several 
four-foot snowballs had been rolled 
onto the road so as to create a 
slolem for cars. Fortunately, he 
met no one coming the other way. 
Police were advised of the hazard. 
The motorist found the road cleared 
when he returned to work after 
lunch. 


proved by MNCPPC. APB was con¬ 
cerned that future development of 
this area will pose traffic impact* 
(including curb cuts) on Cherry- 
wood Lane as well as potential im¬ 
pacts on the nearby Springhill Lake 
residential area. The city want* to 
know how these problems will be 
treated as well as more about de¬ 
velopment plans for the parcel. 

SHL Industrial Tract 

Also scheduled to come up before 
the MNCPPC — possibly on Janu¬ 
ary 13 — is a proposal for placing 
50,7 acres of industrial land owned 
by Springhill Lake developers im 
reservation for public use (MET¬ 
RO subway station). Such reser¬ 
vation will permit the owners of 
the land to request a refund of city 
and county taxes payable on the 
land, since, in effect, the land k 
removed from the tax rolls pending 
a decision on its use for a subway 
station. 

The council’s position adopted 
last month supported the land res¬ 
ervation (since it favored a METRO 
station) but asked for an effective 
date of January 1, 1977, instead of 
July 1, 1976, partly because the de¬ 
veloper has been land-filling the 
tract past July 1 — a preparatory 
step for future development. 

Subsequently, George Brugger, 
attorney representing Springhill 
Lake, advised council that the land 
fill was being done at the direction 
of the county. He suggested that if 
the city withdrew its opposition to 
the July 1 beginning date, the de¬ 
veloper would only request a refund 
of six months’ city taxes instead of 
twelve. The council, however, was 
reluctant to enter into an agree¬ 
ment at the expense of the county 
and at the Monday meeting reitera¬ 
ted its support for a January 1, 197? 
effective date. 

Mail Registration 

The council looked with favor at 
a proposal by the city Board erf 
Elections for a charter change that 
would permit voter registration by 
mail. The city presently requires 
persons wishing to register to ap¬ 
pear before the city clerk either 
during regular office hours or on 
special registration days. The Board 
was hopeful that mail registration 
would increase participation by the 
citizens in the election process. Such 
a method would facilitate registra¬ 
tion by students away at school 
and by shut-ins or the sick. 

A person wishing to register by 
mail could obtain a form by calling 
or writing to the city clerk’s office. 
The form would be mailed together 
with a return envelope, the citizen 
would complete the form, place it in 
the envelope, provide postage for 
the envelope, and mail it. The 
present voter registration form 
would be utilized, but it would be 
modified to provide a certification 
that the information contained o* 
the form is true. 

A suggestion was made that the- 
city might want to use the county 
registration list for city elections. 
Several disadvantages were cited 
Elections days are not the. same, 
the county boundary areas are not 
the same as the city’s and the ten 
dency would be to register many 
transient persons who would onlv 
add to the task of purging the list 
for city elections. 

Otlter Matters 

The council approved the city’s 
purchase of soft drinks at the var¬ 
ious recreation centers through ne¬ 
gotiated purchases without taking 
bids. The city has found that it is 
able to procure soft drinks just 
as cheaply this way . . . David But¬ 
ler has resigned from the Park and 
Recreation Advisory Board as he ii 
moving from town , . , Councilman 
Dick Pilski suggested that a citi 
zens’ group be set up to study th* 
salaries of city employees and eoun - 
cil members . . . City council and 
staff are holding a two-day retreat 
at Ocean Citv, Md. on Januarv 27- 
29 to discuss common problems. 
A similar retreat was bold last year. 
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School Closing Task 
Force Begins Study

The Community Task Force on 
school closings for area 2-B, ap¬ 
pointed by the Board of Education, 
had its first meeting Monday night. 
Area 2-B includes Center, North 
kind, C.T. Reed, Gaywood, Lan- 
ham and Magnolia elementary 
schools. 

The 30-member group composed 
of principals, teachers, parents and 
PTA members had a difficult time 
deciding just how to begin to study 
the school closing problem, espe¬ 
cially in light of the fact that, as 
many frankly admitted, each one 
felt his particular school should not 
be closed. 

After tossing away the idea of 
each group coming up with a list of 
why each school should not be clo¬ 
sed, (and someone also suggested 
a list stating why each school 
should be closed), the group honed 
in on some basic information it 
wanted from the school board. It 
requested a full report on the phys¬ 
ical facilities of each school which 
would include the deficiencies of 
each as well as how much money 
it would take to bring each up to 
the standards set by the state 
board of education. It requested a 
report on the potential growth of 
the attendance area for each school 
which would include information on 
sewer authorization and zoning ap¬ 
plications. 

A transportation study was also 
deemed important in considering 
the time spent and distance travel¬ 
ed by bused youngsters. 

Other information the Task 
Force was interested in was how 
the school was used after regular 
school hours. Was the school a vital 
part of the community and used for 
civic meetings, scouts, recreation? 
The task force also wanted to look 
at the special facilities of each 
school such as its special educa¬ 
tion program, and the need of such 
facilities by the community. 

After reviewing the information 
on their individual schools, the 
Task Force will meet again, on 
Monday, January 24, at the Cath¬ 
erine T. Reed school, at 7:30 p.m. 
The group elected Darwin Beck of 
Grcenbelt as its permanent chair¬ 
man.

ly undercapacity is also not educa¬ 
tionally advantageous. In schools 
with small enrollments, it is often 
difficult and expensive to provide 
the specialized resources and per¬ 
sonnel necessary to assure quality 
education, while other mandatory 
staffing may be more than really 
is needed to serve that number of 
students. 

Kreimer explained that the school 
board is under pressure from the 
county council to economize in 
light of budgetary restraints and, 
that while the time frame may not 
be realistic, the school board still 
must move ahead and make deci¬ 
sions. A savings of $70,000 will be 
realized for each school closed. 

Comments of Beck 

Darwin Beck, temporary chair¬ 
man of Task Force #2B, said he 
welcomed the establishment of the 
citizens' committee because “we will 
need all the resource help possible 
within the next 2% months.” He 
invited citizens' committee mem 
bers and all interested persons to 
attend Task Force meetings. 

The time factor and the difficul¬ 
ty of getting an overall picture 
of Greenbelt schools concerned him, 
but he thought the school board 
had to make a good faith effort ;o 
the county council in terms of effi¬ 
cient operation of schools. With no 
closings next year, the school staff 
present projects more than 20,000 
empty elementary seats. There aro 
now 16,600 empty seats. 

Beck said that the Task Forces 
have been given wide latitude in 
their study including alternative 
uses of schools and impact on other 
schools within and outside the stu¬ 
dy area if a school is closed. Staff 
personnel from the Office of Pupil 
Accounting will be on hand at Task 
Force meetings.
